Please note that there are several callsigns, such as SAIAL, that are OK for this 
year's DX Marathon that are NOT accepted by the ARRL for DXCC. Any 
countries that are OK for the Marathon but not DXCC are listed on the website. 


Disclaimer: It is always possible that an error can occur on these lists. Each entry is 
checked before being posted, but I cannot guarantee 100% accuracy. I can tell you, 
however, that errors have been very rare."
